1 . I am employed by L'OREAL as an engineer and have experience working with 
alkoxylated silicone compounds. 

2. I am familiar with EP 0548694 (" Noiima "). 

3. Noiima requires the presence of alkoxylated silicone compounds in his 
compositions. These alkoxylated silicone compounds correspond to formulae 1-4 set forth in 
Noiima . The amount of alkoxylation is "from 1 to 50% by weight, preferably from 5 to 40% 
by weight." (Page 3, lines 49-50. See also, page 4, lines 21-24). 

4. I have worked with alkoxylated silicone compounds such as those set forth in 
formulae 1-4 of Nojima , having an amount of alkoxylation from 1 to 50% by weight. It has 



been my experience that such compounds are non-volatile. Based on my experience, I would 
expect Nojima's alkoxylated silicone compounds to be non-volatile.
